Preamble  -  explaining  our  overall  criticism  of  current  consultant  produced  plan  (no 
comprehensive  statement  of  conservation  goals,  no  statement  of  general  principles  to  be  applied 
in  preservation,  restoration,  and  management,  no  clear  statement  of  priorities,  no  review  process 
specified,  etc.) 

Statement  of  Overall  Conservation  Goals 

Given  that  few  if  any  natural  areas  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  have  the 
potential  to  play  a  significant  role  in  the  preservation  of  rare  and  endangered  species,  natural 
areas  within  San  Francisco  should  serve  more  as  an  educational  and  recreational  resource  for 
teaching  about  nature  and  for  teaching  about  how  to  become  involved  in  conservation. 
Furthermore,  given  that  natural  areas  within  San  Francisco  exist  within  a  network  of  public  parks 
that  are  used  for  many  other  forms  of  recreation  and  enjoyment  by  a  large  urban  population,  all 
aspects  of  habitat  preservation,  restoration,  and  management  should  be  designed  to  minimize 
conflicts  with  the  current  recreational  uses  of  each  park. 

Given  the  caveats  just  mentioned,  the  goal  of  the  NAP  is  to  preserve  examples  of  each  native 
habitat  and  its  component  species  that  are  hypothesized  to  have  occurred  within  San  Francisco, 
prior  to  settlement  by  European  colonists,  along  with  important  geomorphic  features.  In  addition 
to  preserving  these  habitats,  NAP  will  develop  educational  materials  to  interpret  these  habitats 
and  geomorphic  features  to  the  public,  and  to  assist  teachers  in  integrating  this  information  into 
the  curriculum  in  K-12  education.

General  Principles  for  Preservation,  Restoration  and  Management  of  Natural  Areas 

The  list  of  habitats  that  once  occurred  in  San  Francisco  may  include  habitats  that  persist  as 
remnants  within  the  NAP,  or  should  be  re-established  or  restored  within  the  NAP.  In  general, 
priority  should  be  given  to  efforts  to  preserve  existing  remnant  natural  areas  rather  than  to  the  re- 
establishment  or  restoration  of  habitats  not  currently  found  in  San  Francisco.  However,  the 
potential  to  re-establish  species  that  have  been  extirpated  from  San  Francisco  may  be  used  to 
justify  habitat  restoration. 


Definitions 

Natural  Area  -  A  natural  area  is  a  park  or  region  or  a  park  that  has  been  designated  as  a 
'Significant  Natural  Area'  by  the  SFRPD. 

Habitat  and  Species  Preservation  -  We  define  habitat  and  species  preservation  to  be  activities 
designed  to  protect  or  enhance  remnant  habitats  or  populations  of  individual  species  that  are 
currently  present  within  San  Francisco. 

Habitat  and  Species  Restoration  or  Re-establishment  -  We  define  habitat  and  species  restoration 
or  re-establishment  to  be  the  de  novo  establishment  of  a  habitat  or  a  species  at  a  site  where  they 
do  not  occur  at  present. 

Habitat  and  Species  Management  -  We  define  habitat  and  species  management  to  be  the 
continuing  effort  made  to  sustain  a  habitat  or  a  species  that  already  has  received  preservation  or 
restoration  efforts. 

Natural  Area  Plan  -  A  Natural  Area  Plan  is  a  complete  plan  for  preservation,  restoration, 
management,  and  educational  use  of  the  designated  natural  area. 

Critical  Area  -  A  critical  area  is  a  subsection  of  a  natural  area  that  has  been  designated  a  priority 
area  for  preservation  activities  as  part  of  a  Natural  Area  Plan. 

Accepted  Practices  for  Preservation,  Restoration,  and  Management  of  Habitats  and  Species 

What  practices  are  appropriate  in  a  Critical  Area  that  may  be  restricted  in  their  use  outside  of  a 
Critical  Area? 

What  categories  of  listed  species  will  merit  what  kind  of  action? 

Species  Removal  -  when  appropriate  to  use  and  under  what  restrictions 

Species  Reduction 

Altering  substrate  and  drainage 

Augmenting  existing  populations 

Re-establishing  extirpated  species 

On-going  Assessment 

The  NAPCAC  recommends  that  multiple  practices  designed  to  achieve  the  same  preservation, 
restoration,  or  management  objective  be  implemented  and  the  effectiveness  of  each  practice 
should  be  evaluated.  Such  an  on-going  assessment  will  provide  information  that  can  inform 
future  reservation,  restoration,  and  management  practices.  Among  practices  that  are  effective  in 


achieving  a  stated  conservation  goal,  the  practice  that  is  least  invasive  and/or  least  expensive 
should  be  used.

The  NAPCAC  recommends  that  these  natural  area  plans  then  be  subjected  to  public,  scientific, 
and  educational  review  (should  there  be  formal  advisory  boards?). 

The  NAPCAC  recommends  that  revised  natural  area  plans  that  integrate  and  respond  to 
comments  obtained  in  the  various  reviews  be  available  for  final  review. 

The  NAPCAC  recommends  that  these  natural  area  plans  be  fully  implemented.

•  Celebrate  the  cultural  assets  of  our  rich  and  unique  natural  areas. 

•  Foster  education,  stewardship,  and  monitoring  of  these  natural  areas 

•  Recognize  that  these  principles  can  only  be  accomplished  through  a  public  process 
that  engages  San  Franciscans  about  changes  in  their  parks  . 

•  Adhere  to  the  principles  in  San  Francisco  General  Plan 

set  out  in  Policy  13,  to  State  and  Federal  law,  San  Francisco's  Precautionary 
Principle  and  Sustainability  Plan.
